Ash and trash dumps are always a good 
place to find small items. When you are 
detecting in old residential areas be 
sure ad keep an eye out for these, 


Cinders and bits of glass are usually 
the visible signs of an old dump site. 
Metal detectors will usually not pen- 
etrate too deeply in ash dumps because 
of the large amount of rust and bits 
of trash. I start by throughly covering 
the surface area with my detector and 
then with a shovel turning over the ash 
and detecting the area again. This can 
be a very. dirty job, especially if the 
there is a bit of a breeze. The ash 
covers you in no time at all. It ds: 
well worth the effort. I have 
uncovered some great items in areas 
like this. Coins, tokens, small 
bottels and toys have all turned up at 
one time or another. The consolation 
in detecting these dumps is that the 
ground is soft and always easy to 

turn with the shovel. Keep your 

eyes open for spots like this when 

you are out detecting.
